Dear  Mr.  Secretary:  I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Office 
of  Budget  and  Finance  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1942.  In 
view  of  wartime  conditions  with  respect  to  printing,  the  narrative 
report  concerned  with  the  activities  of  the  Office  and  with  develop- 
ments in  the  Department  in  connection  with  budgetary,  financial,  and 
procurement  activities  has  been  omitted  and  the  report  is  confined  to 
continuation  of  statistical  information  concerning  the  funds  of  the 
Department. 

The  objective  of  this  Office  is  to  maintain  budgetary  and  fiscal  ad- 
ministration throughout  the  Department  on  a  level  that  will  be  of 
maximum  assistance  in  the  general  management  and  operation  of  the 
Department  and  its  various  organizational  units,  particularly  with 
respect  to  such  vital  matters  as  planning  and  financing  the  work 
program;  facilitating  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Department 
involving  budgetary  or  financial  aspects;  assuring  effective  and  eco- 
nomical expenditure  of  funds  in  a  due  and  regular  manner;  and 
measuring,  evaluating,  and  reporting  on  the  effectiveness  of  the  work 
program  in  the  light  of  past,  current,  and  proposed  expenditures. 
Within  this  general  framework,  during  the  past  year,  the  work  of  the 
Office  has  been  redirected  in  every  way  possible  in  order  to  provide  the 
maximum  of  assistance  in  facilitating  the  war  effort,  particularly  in 
the  conversion  of  the  Department  from  peacetime  to  wartime 
conditions.

THE  DEPARTMENT  BUDGET 

The  first  three  of  the  following  tables  have  been  designed  to  show  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1942,  the  distribution  of  funds  available 
and  obligations  thereof  by  organization  units,  the  sources  of  the 
available  funds  as  compared  with  those  for  the  previous  year,  and  the 
funds  that  were  made  available  to  the  Department  for  special  war  work. 

Table  1  shows  for  each  bureau,  agency,  or  office,  (a)  the  supplemental 
appropriations  and  allocations  for  special  war  work,  (6)  the  funds 
made  available  for  activities  normally  carried  on  in  peacetime  which 
have  equal  or  increased  significance  in  wartime,  as  well  as  new  activi- 
vities  that  have  been  financed  by  the  deferring  of  work  that  was  not 
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essential  to  the  war  effort,  (c)  the  total  of  these  available  funds,  and 
(d)  the  amount  of  these  funds  that  were  obligated. 
Table  2  compares  by  sources,  the  funds  that  were  made  available  in 

1942  with  those  available  in  1941.   Funds  available  in  the  fiscal  year 

1943  are  also  shown.  These  are  not  complete,  however,  as  additional 
funds  will  be  made  available  during  the  year. 

Table  3  shows  in  more  detail  the  items  of  special  war  work  and  allot- 
ments therefor  that  are  reflected  for  1942  in  the  first  column  of  table  1, 
and  it  also  contains  comparable  data  for  the  fiscal  year  1941. 

Table  4  covers  estimated  allocations  for  research  work. 

Table  5  shows  receipts  arising  out  of  the  work  of  the  Department, 
exclusive  of  the  receipts  of  corporations  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Department,  which  receipts  are  shown  in  the  annual  reports  of  the 
corporations. 

Table  6  deals  with  expenditures  for  "emergency  relief"  funds.
